MDHHS Guidance for schools 
offer in-perso 
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The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) announced 
new guidance for schools to 
keep students, staff and com- 
munities safe during the 
COVID-19 pandemic while 
providing the in-person in- 
struction that is crucial to 
learning and development. 

The state’s goal is to have 
all Michigan school districts 
offer an in-person learning 
option for students no later 
than March 1, and earlier if 
possible. 

Guidance emphasizes use 
of scientifically proven 
methods of reducing the risk 
of COVID-19 spread, include 
wearing masks, ventilation 
improvements, frequent 
hand washing and social dis- 
tancing. 

Vaccination of teachers 
and other school staff will 
begin by Jan. 11 due to edu- 
cators’ roles as essential 
frontline workers. 

“MDHHS will continue to 
do what it takes to save lives 
and limit the spread of 
COVID-19,” said Director 
Robert Gordon. “At the same 
time, in-person instruction 
is critical for the current and 
the future well-being of chil- 
dren, especially young learn- 
ers and students who are 
disadvantaged. We encour- 
age schools to reopen as 
soon as they can do so with 
proven protections for staff 
and students.” 

“The value of in-person 
learning for our kids is im- 
measurable, and we must do 
everything we can to help 
them get a great education 
safely,” said Gov. Whitmer.

“Over the last 10 months, 
medical experts and epi- 
demiologists have closely fol- 
lowed the data and have 
learned that schools can es- 
tablish a low risk of trans- 
mission by ensuring that 
everyone wears a mask and 
adopting careful infection 
prevention protocols. I also 
announced this week that 
educators and support staff 
will be eligible for the next 
phase of COVID vaccina- 
tions beginning Jan. 11 to 
help protect them and their 
families as they return to 
work. I strongly encourage

districts to provide as much 
face-to-face learning as pos- 
sible, and my administration 
will work closely with them 
to get it done.” 

Guidance is for grades 
pre-kindergarten through 12 
and includes early childhood 
education, such as Head 
Start and Great Start Readi- 
ness Program. 

Drawing on evidence from 
Michigan, the United States, 
and countries around the 
world, the guidance docu- 
ment outlines specific infec- 
tion control measures that 
have worked in schools dur- 
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ing the pandemic. 

Wearing masks is espe- 
cially important for control- 
ling COVID-19 transmission 
and masks should be worn 
inside schools by all staff 
and students, except during 
meals and in other limited 
circumstances. Face masks 
may be made of cloth or may 
be disposable surgical-style 
masks. 

Other infection control 
measures in the new 
MDHHS guidance include: 

-When feasible, assigning 
children to cohort groups 
and limiting their interac- 
tions to their cohorts to re- 
duce the number of 
contacts. 

-Keeping children 6 feet 
apart from one another to 
the extent feasible, making 
creative use of school spaces 
to facilitate distancing. 

-Providing adequate hand 
sanitizing supplies and rein- 
forcing proper handwashing 
techniques. 

-Improving air ventilation. 

-Having staff and students 
conduct self-screenings for 
symptoms at home every 
day before going to school. 

-Ensuring school plans are 
in place in coordination with 
their local health depart- 
ment if there are any posi- 
tive COVID-19 tests. 

-Having staff and students 
who either test positive or 
are close contacts of those 
who test positive follow the 
guidance issued by MDHHS 
as well as local health de- 
partments. Anyone who is 
considered a close contact of 
someone who tests positive 
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employees and a 15-million- 
dollar budget. Short term 
and long-term security and 
stability is critical to the sus- 
tainability of our city. 

* We are also in partner- 
ship with local businesses 
and industries through our 
support, infrastructure, poli- 
cies and goals. 

* The expansion of Jervis 
B. Webb, Great Lakes En- 
ergy, Van Dam Marina, In- 
dustrial Magnetics Inc. and 
the construction of Northern

NCMC named 
“Top Nursing 
Program in 
Michigan” 


Graduates of North Cen- 
tral Michigan College’s nurs- 
ing program are among the 
best in the state — and in the 
top tier of RN graduates na- 
tionwide — according to a 
ranking released by the Na- 
tional Council of State 
Boards of Nursing. The No. 
1 ranking measures North 
Central’s May 2020 nursing 
graduates against all other 
RN graduates in Michigan, 
including those from four- 
year universities. 

The ranking is based on 
the percentage of North Cen- 
tral’s Class of 2020 nurses 
who passed the NCLEX-RN® 
examinations administered 
between April and Septem- 
ber 2020. NCLEX-RN® is the 
test that qualifies graduates 
to practice as registered 
nurses. North Central’s 
first-time pass rate was 100 
percent. 

North Central President 
David Roland Finley said the 
ranking is a testament to the 
college’s value proposition : 
an exceptional education, 
close to home, for a fraction 
of the cost of attending an 
in-state university. 

“North Central’s faculty is 
among the best in their field, 
our technology is state-of- 
the-art, yet we’re small 
enough to know our students 
personally,” Finley said. 
“Those personal relation- 
ships make this already out- 
standing achievement even 
sweeter.”

Gordon W. Robinson of 
Horton Bay went to be with 
the Lord on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 7, 2021. Gordon was born 
August 14, 1989 to Charles A.

Gor- 
don was a lifelong resident of 
Bay Township, Michigan.

horses. Many of these inter- 
ests were passed down to his 
sons, their wives, and grand- 
children. 

Gordon loved to travel. He 
toured the Canadian 
provinces, Alaska, and the 
western U.S. One favorite 
spot was in the Boundary 
Waters Canoe Wilderness in 
northern Minnesota where 
Gordon eventually intro- 
duced the bounties of this 
amazing experience with his 
sons and their families. He 
was the patriarchal pioneer 
that stimulated this family 
recreational tradition.

Many people, like Dennis 
who lived with the family 
when he was young, consid- 
ered her a second mother. 
She enjoyed sitting at the 
kitchen table catching up on 
people’s lives, listening atten- 
tively, doling out advice, lend- 
ing a helping hand, or 
slipping someone money to 
help them get over a rough 
patch. 

Gail loved her family above 
all else but she also loved a

Like her mother, she sought 
to make the world a better 
place for all humanity.

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Michigan ranks 11th in the nation for COVID-19 vaccine first doses 


Michigan hospitals, local 
health departments and Fed- 
erally Qualified Health Cen- 
ters are quickly increasing 
the pace of vaccinations in 
the state, administering three 
times the vaccine last week 
compared to the number of 
doses administered the first 
week. 

According to Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) tracker data, 
Michigan is 11th in the na- 
tion for the number of first 
doses administered to date 
(124,689) behind Texas, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, New York, 


Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Tennessee, New Jersey and 
North Carolina. Michigan’s 
COVID-19 Vaccine Dash- 
board currently shows 
152,511 doses administered 
due to a lag between when 
CDC posts data and the state 
updates its information. 
“The more people that are 
vaccinated, the less spread 
we will have, the fewer 
deaths and the quicker we 
can get back to a sense of 
normalcy,” said Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun, chief medical exec- 
utive and chief deputy for 
health at the Michigan De-

Michigan ranks 40th in the 
number of first doses admin- 
istered per 100,000 population 
(1,249) with California, Ne- 
vada, Louisiana, Idaho, South 
Carolina, Kansas, Arizona, 
Alabama, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi ranking lower.

Road Commission denies request to not plow 
shoulders of roads for snowmobiles

The Charlevoix County 
Road Commission held their 
last meeting of 2020 this 
past Thursday, December 31 
via Zoom. The meeting was 
open to the public. Road 
Commission manager Pat 
Harmon presented the 
Board an email from a part- 
time area resident who re- 
quested the Road 
Commission reduce plowing 
on 3 to 4 feet of road shoul- 
ders on most Charlevoix 
County roads so that snow- 
mobiles could more easily 
access trails from various 
roads. The three member 
Board and manager care- 
fully considered the request 
and after discussion unani- 
mously agreed to deny the 
request. 

The Board pointed out 
shoulders need to be plowed 
to provide access for a pull- 
off area for disabled cars 
and to ensure the safety of a 
disabled car as well as those 
vehicles approaching from 
behind. Plowed shoulders 
also provide a storage area 


Drug Dea 


Friday morning in the 
33rd Circuit Court, Judge 
Roy C. Hayes III sentenced 
two convicted drug dealers 
to prison. Christopher Deva- 
sio Adams, 30, Flint was 
sentenced to 30 to 240 
months in prison and Devon 
Tyler Eberhart, 25, 
Charlevoix, was sentenced 
to 72 to 240 months. 

Adams was convicted of 
conspiracy to deliver co- 
caine, carrying a concealed 
weapon and being a felon in 
possession of a firearm. 

According to a police affi- 
davit filed in the matter, 
Adams and another man 
drove to Boyne Falls from 
Flint and sold four ounces 
of cocaine for $2,100 toa 
confidential informant. 

Following the sale, police 
stopped the vehicle and ar- 
rested both men and located 
a handgun under Adams’ 
seat in the car. Adams was 
on parole, having served 
time in prison previously 
for assaultive, weapons and 
home invasion charges. 

Adams was sentenced to 
the 30 to 240 months on the 
delivery charge and 24 to 60 
months on both the con- 
cealed weapon and felon in 


for drifting snow which oth- 
erwise would creep out into 
the driving lanes. Both of 
these reasons directly affect 
roadway safety, which is 
part of Michigan law to pro- 
vide “safe and convenient” 
roadways. The Road Com- 
mission currently allows 
snowmobiles to use the far 
right of the right-of-way, 
which typically extends 33 
feet from the roadway cen- 
terline. 

In other business, the 
Road Commission clerk pre- 
sented the 2021 fiscal year 
budget, which the Board 
adopted by unanimous vote. 
The budget is balanced, with 
a projected surplus of 
$49,000. The budget includes 
nearly $7 million for all 
maintenance work through- 
out the year, including pave- 
ment patching, grading, 
shoulder maintenance, tree 
trimming, centerline paint- 
ing, and snow plowing; as 
well as performing similar 
work under contract on the 
State trunklines within the 
county. Another $1 million 
is earmarked for equipment 


replacement. 

Additionally, the budget 
provides for debt service to 
repay the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commis- 
sioners who advanced 
money to finance comple- 
tion of the Marion Center 
Road reconstruction project 
in 2020. The 2021 repayment 
will be $450,000, which 
leaves a balance owing of 
$650,000, to be completely 
paid off within the next two 
years. The advanced money 
accelerated the County-wide 
road millage program that 
so far has provided more 
than 56 miles of Charlevoix 
County Roads being rebuilt 
that would not have been 
done without the millage. 

As part of the manager’s 
report, Mr. Harmon ex- 
plained that to date, the 
mild winter has reduced 
road salt usage to the point 
that storing the unused ma- 
terial is becoming a prob- 
lem. To take advantage of 
pricing and availability, the 
Road Commission orders 
salt in the fall, based on pre- 
vious years experience. This

possession charges. Those 
sentences will return con- 
current to each other, but 
consecutive to time that 
Adams will serve on his pa- 
role violation as a result of 
these convictions, which 
could be up to 15 years in 
prison. 

Eberhart was convicted of 
possession with the intent to 
deliver methamphetamine. 

According to an affidavit 
filed in his case, police 
searched Eberhart’s resi- 
dence in Charlevoix Town- 
ship pursuant to a search 
warrant on March 26, 2020 


and found evidence of drug 
sales, including metham- 
phetamine in plastic bag- 
gies, digital scales, syringes, 
a notebook with drug infor- 
mation, cash and a CO2 pis- 
tol. 

Eberhart admitted to po- 
lice that he was planning to 
sell the methamphetamine 
seized and that he sold 
around an ounce of 
methamphetamine each 
week and that he sold to 10 
to 15 different area individu- 
als. 

Both convictions were 
possible entirely due to the 


year, the order was for 6,000 
tons at $81 a ton. The pur- 
chase contract requires the 
Road Commission purchase 
a minimum of 80 percent of 
the contracted amount. Al- 
though the salt is delivered 
periodically over several 
months, current storage is 
nearing capacity. The State 
requires road salt be stored 
on a hard surface and be 
covered. Although some of 
the salt will be applied to 
County roads and the 75 
miles of State trunkline in 
the County, the winter 
sports enthusiasts and the 
Road Commission may both 
be happy with a little more 
winter weather. 

The Board briefly dis- 
cussed the feasibility of 
holding their annual meet- 
ings with township officials, 
but decided to wait until the 
current virus level is im- 
proved before committing to 
a schedule. 

The next regular meeting 
is scheduled for January 25, 
2021 at 9 a.m. via Zoom.

Johnny Ray Rossman, 37, 
Mancelona, pleaded guilty 
Friday morning in the 33rd 
Circuit Court in Charlevoix 
County to two counts of 
breaking and entering a 
building with intent to com- 
mit larceny and one count 
of larceny in a building. 

The breaking and enter- 
ing charges carry a maxi- 
mum penalty of ten years in 
prison and the larceny ina 
building charge maximum 
is four years. 

Rossman admitted that on 
July 19, 2020, he broke into 
both the City of 
Charlevoix’s Mount Mc- 
Sauba ski lodge and the 
AmericInn Lodge and Suites 
with the intent to steal and 
that he in fact, did steal 


from both locations. 

According to police re- 
ports, Rossman stole an 
ATV, two computers, a cash 
register and other miscella- 
neous items. He entered the 
ski lodge through a window 
that was unlocked. 

Reports indicate that 
Rossman left Mount Mc- 
Sauba riding the ATV, trav- 
eling across US 31 headed 
north where he lost control 
and witnesses observed the 
crash. Some of the items 
stolen were located later at 
the crash site. 

The AmericInn, located 
just north of the crash site, 
reported that someone had 
broken into one of their 
hotel rooms that same 
night, cutting a window 


screen to gain access and 
that money had been stolen 
from the washer and dryer 
in the guest laundry room.

December elk hunters en|oy good — 


Hunt Period 2 of the elk 
season has concluded, and 
88% of elk hunters found 
success in the northeastern 
woods. 

During this hunt period, 
131 state hunters harvested 
elk (46 bulls, 72 cows and 13 
calves), and one Pure Michi- 
gan Hunt winner harvested 
a bull. 

While the early elk season 
is designed to target elk out- 
side of their traditional 
range, the late elk season is 
used to manage overall elk 
numbers, including those in 
the core elk management 
area. In total, hunters in 
hunt periods 1 and 2 har- 
vested 214 elk, and all three 
Pure Michigan Hunt win- 
ners harvested bulls. 

The weather during the 
nine-day December season 
was nearly ideal for hunters 
afield. The temperatures 
were consistently below 
freezing with multiple fresh, 
light snowfalls. The snow 
cover remained throughout 
the entire hunt, providing 
excellent tracking condi- 
tions. 

Recalling his hunt, suc- 
cessful elk hunter Brent 
Tackett said, “This was 
truly the experience of a 
lifetime, plus, I was blessed 
that I shot my elk success- 
fully."

Provost Pete Olson said the 
graduates’ performance on the 
NCLEX exam is illustrative of a
